The Final Office Action of May 6, 2004 was properly made because Murray was cited in the Office Action of Feb. 11 1 2004 as well as the 
Final rejection of May 6, 2004. The Applicant should have been expected to consider the reference as a whole and expect elaboration of 
the rejection based upon the Murray reference as a whole. Thus the Finality of the Office Action of May 6,2004 was appropriate.
